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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The amendments filed on 10/06/03 are not entered because they of raise new issues, 
which require further search/consideration. 
More specifically, the new issues are: 

"a number of selected channels" vs. (old) "a selected channel". The new issue is the 
number of channel(s) are different, which require further consideration; and 

"extract two channels of data simultaneously" vs. (old) "select two channels of data 
simultaneously". The concept of selecting is different form extracting'. 'Selecting two 
channels' does not mean that those two channels are 'extracted'. Further more, based on 
applicant's arguments 'Vancelette enable users to select two channels but does not indicate 
extracting two channels (simultaneously)' (Remark page 6, lines 7-1 1), examiner believes that 
applicant argues, along with the 'simultaneousness' feature, that 'selecting' is different from 
'extracting'. Therefore, the amendment makes the claims different and requires fiirther 
consideration.
